Portland to Belgrade La^es 

ROUTE NO. 1.— 79.5 Miles 

Fair dirt and gravel roads from Portland to Poland Spring; 
from Poland Spring to Auburn, fine state road ; Auburn to 
Greene, fair dirt road with some macadam; part of the way 
from Greene to Winthrop, rather poor clay road, but this is a 
part of the state road and probably will be improved this sum- 
mer ; three miles through Winthrop good gravel roads ; the 
rest of the distance to Belgrade Lakes the road is rather narrow 
and winding with a fair surface. 

The route is directly through the grounds of the Poland 
Spring House and through the business and residential sections 
of Lewislon and Auburn, the former the second largest city in 
the State and the seat of Bates College. It passes through the 
famous apple belt of Maine in the vicinity of Winthrop and 
traverses the magnificent Belgrade Lakes region with its wonder- 
ful scenery. Another point of interest along the route is the 
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large Shaker Colony at Sabbath Day Lake, while what is con- 
sidered to be one of the most beautiful views in all New England 
is obtained from the top of the hill at 76.3 miles, just before 
reaching Belgrade Lakes village. 

In addition to their great natural beauty the Belgrade Lakes 
are famous for their bass fishing which is said to be the finest 
in the United States. In this renowned system are two prin- 
cipal bodies of water known as Great Lake and Long Pond. 
The first named is about 11 miles long by about three miles 
wide and possesses a number of deep coves and bays that are 
themselves good sized ponds. Long Pond, by many believed to 
be the prettier of the two bodies of water, is about eight miles 
in length and about J^ mile across at its widest point. Both 
are famed for their fishing and their beautiful scenery. About 
them are many delightful drives over excellent country roads. 
The lakes are within easy riding distance of Waterville, Augusta 
and Lewiston and within only a comparatively few hours run of 
Portland. Undoubtedly but few of the better known lakes in 
Maine are more accessible.

Fairly good dirt roads from Belgrade Lakes Co New Sharon. 
New Sharon to Madrid, good gravel roads. From Madrid to 
Rangeley (15,4 miles), the road is rather narrow and winding 
up hill all the way, with many sharp pitches. One should drive 
carefully to guard against meeting cars coming from the opposite 
direction around the sharp dangerous curves. Last year this 
road was considerably repaired, and during the present summer 
it will be still further improved as it has been made a part of 
the State Highway system. 

Today's run is through a section of the famous Rangeley 
Lakes region, noted tor its beautiful scenery and terminates at 
the Eastern gateway to this wonderful system of inland waters. 

The Rangeley Lakes, in recent years, have become one of the 
most widely known and justly popular fishing and vacation re- 
sorts in the country. They are located about 1,500 feet above 
the sea level and cover an area of about 80 square miles. They

Rangeley to Moosehead Lake 

Via Stratton, Sf^owhegan and Guilford 
ROUTE NO. 3—149.5 Miles 

Good gravel and dirt roads for almost the entire distance. 
This probably is the best 149 miles of continuous road in the 
State. Some steep hills, but with good surface between Dead 
River and Lexington, and between Athens and Greenville 
Junction. At the height of land, mileage 4S,3, there is con- 
tinuous down grade for about 3 miles, and unless care is used, 
brakes are likely to heat. Similar precaution should be taken 
at 137.3, 4 miles beyond Monson, where there is another mile of 
down grade. 

The third day's run is through one of the most interesting 
sections of the interior of the Pine Tree State. With the ex- 
ception of the comparatively few miles within the immediate 
vicinity of some of the larger towns, the route borders the great 
Maine wilderness and traverses a region famed for its hunt- 
ing and fishing. Stratton is the center of the noted Dead River 
territory and is surrounded by some of the best dirt roads in 
the state. The route follows the course of the Dead River for 
many miles. Skowhegan, a town, hut in every way having the 
appearance of a large and thriving city, still has many relics 
connected with the march of Benedict Arnold across Maine to

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Quebec in 1775. Guilford is a thriving settlement in the heart 
of a great agricultural region bordering on the banks of the 
Piscataquis River. Monson is famed for its slate quarries, the 
quality of their product being the finest in the world. Green- 
ville and Greenville Junction are the points from which one 
must start to enter the great Moosehead Lake region, rapidly 
becoming one of the most noted hunting, fishing, and vacation 
resorts in the country. 

This magnificent sheet of water, the source of the Kennebec 
River, is one of the beauty spots of the northeast. Located 1,023 
feet above the level of the sea, and surrounded by splendid pine 
and spruce forests, it is becoming universally recognized as a 
health resort. The lake is 35 miles long and from four to 12 
miles in width, and contains 220 square miles. • Mt. Kineo is 
the important vacation center on the shores of this vast inland 
sea. Moosehead Lake is famous for its superb trout and other 
fishing. It is one of the largest bodies of water in the eastern 
section of the United States.

Moosehead Lake to Bangor 

ROUTE NO. 4—74.8 Miles 

Owing to the fact that there is only one main travelled road 
to Moosehead Lake, it is necessary to retrace one's steps as far. 
as Guilford on the fourth day's run. a distance of about 27 miles. 
From this town on to Bangor the route runs through an ex- 
cellent territory, the section between Guilford and Dover being 
through the splendid farming country bordering the Piscataquis 
River. A beautiful view is obtained from the top of the high 
ridge at 45.6 miles, just before entering West Charleston. It 
is at this point, also, that the poorest roads are found, the re- 
mainder of the route both north and south being notable for 
its good gravel highways. The last end of the trip into Bangor 
follows the west bank of Kenduskeag Stream. 

Bangor, the Queen City, as it is called, is renowned for its lum- 
ber shipments and in addition is a great natural trade and vaca- 
tion center. It is the third city in size in the State and is located at 
the head of navigation on the Penobscot River. It has pro- 
duced many notable people, one of its most famous citizens, 
although not born there, being Hannibal Hamlin, vice-president 
with Lincoln, and the house in which he lived is one of the note- 
worthy points of interest today. 

About eight miles away is Orono, the seat of the University of 
Maine, and a place well worth visiting.

ROUTE NO, 6 

It is necessary to retrace one's steps as far as Ellsworth 
on the sixth day's run as there is only one main road to 
Bar Harbor. From Ellsworth on the route is one of ex- 
ceptional beauty. In the vicinity of Surry is some excel- 
lent coast scenery, and from that point on to East Orland the 
ride along the shore of Toddy Pond is one of the finest of its 
kind in Southeastern Maine. The beautiful trip along the east 
bank of the Penobscot River to Bangor begins at Bucksport, 
the quaint old town now widely known because of the character 
of Old Jed Prouty, made famous by the actor, Richard Golden. 
Old Jed was the proprietor of Bucksport Tavern, now the 
Robinson House, and Golden was himself a Bucksport boy. It 
is at this point, also, that one crosses the Penobscot River by 
ferry if he desires to lake the short route to Rockland. 

While the ride from Bangor to Stockton Springs does not 
quite compare, as far as river scenery is concerned, with that 
on the opposite side, nevertheless it is particularly fine. From 

BAR HARBOR TO ROCKLAND 
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Stockton on to Rockland the road closely follows the shore of 
Penobscot Bay and the trip is one of the most beautiful coast 
drives that can be taken on the Atlantic seaboard. 

The towns along the route are all more or less noted for the 
actors and actresses which they have produced. In addition to 
Golden, Dustin and William Farnum came from Bucksport. 
Belfast is the home of Thomas E. Shea, and Rockland was the 
birthplace of the famous American actress-beauty, Maxime 
Elliott, and her sister, Gertrude Elliott. Camden is the sum- 
mer home of many well known people. Searsport is the "Snug 
Harbor" of a large colony of sea captains, while Belfast is con- 
sidered one of the most progressive of the smaller cities of the 
State. 

Rockland is the gateway to all eastern Maine coast points 
and is noted for its wonderful lime rock quarries which are said 
to resemble the canyons of the Far West. In addition it is an 
important fishing port and the great trade center for all of the 
surrounding country. It is a beautiful city with roads that are 
unexcelled by any other municipality in the State. Off, Rock- 
land harbor is the official trial course for all United States 
battleships and other government vessels. 

Rockland is itself a great summer resort and the Samoset, 
located at Rockland Breakwater, is one of the largest and finest 
summer hotels on the Maine coast. 

Leading out of Bar Harbor, the roads, for much of the way, 
are fine macadam; from the toll bridge to Ellsworth they are 
fair dirt. There is a poor stretch of road in the vicinity of 
Ellsworth, but through Surry the highways are good. There 
is another somewhat rough stretch between Surry and Toddy 
Pond, but from this point on to Bucksport, the roads are very 
fair. Between Bucksport and Bangor, the highways for the 
most part are excellent, but there are two or three rough hills 
on the Bucksport end. Good roads prevail for almost the entire 
distance from Bangor to Rockland and between Rockport and 
Rockland is the splendid stretch of macadam which has added 
so greatly to the fame of the roads in that section of Maine.

Fair to good dirt roads are found on this day's run. There 
is a very poor stretch between Rockland and Thomaston, but 
beyond this point they rapidly improve. Approaching East 
Jefferson one descends a rough and narrow hill and some sand 
is encountered at occasional points beyond, but this latter is of 
little consequence. The principal scenic feature of the day's run 
is the ride along the beautiful China Lake. There, also, is some 
good scenery in the vicinity of Jefferson where one goes around 
the head of Great Bay, an arm of the ocean which extends for 
many miles inland, and through Warren where fine views of the 
Camden Hills may be obtained. 

Thomaston was famed in early history as the home of Gen. 
Henry Knox who was Secretary of War in Washington's Cabi- 
net, and the present Maine Central railroad station is one of 
the original buildings on the Knox estate. The Maine State 
Prison is now located in the town. 

Waterville, situated on the Kennebec River, is one of the most 
wide-awake municipalities in Maine today. It showed, at the 
last census, the greatest percentage of gain in population of any 
city in the State. It is beautifully situated with fine automobile 
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rides on every side and is rapidly becoming very popular as a 
Summer resort. One of its principal claims to fame is the fact 
that within its borders is located Colby College, one of the four 
leading universities of the State. The city has a population of 
11,458. Waterville also is the home of Gov. William T. Haines.

There are a great number of points of interest on the route of 
the eighth day's run, not the least of these being Aug:u5ta, the 
capital of Maine. The city is beautifully located on the banks of 
the Kennebec River ard is a thriving business center with a 
population of 13,S01. The city is noted for the famous men it 
has produced, one of the principal points of interest being the 
James G. Blaine residence. The great center oi attraction, how- 
ever, is the magnificent new State House which is filled with a 
host of valuable relics. The famous U. S. Soldier's Home, 
Togus, is but a short distance from the city. 

Leaving Augusta one ^ain is taken through Maine's great 
apple belt in the vicinity of Winthrop, and thence on through 
the beautiful Wayne Lake district, shortly after coming upon the 
Androscoggin River at North Turner Bridge. The valley of 
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this river is then followed for the entire distance to Bethel. One 
of the most interesting places along the trip outlined for the 
eighth day is Rumford, formerly called Rumford Falls. Here 
is located one of the greatest water powers in this country with 
several of the largest mills of their kind to be found anywhere. 
Only a comparitively few years ago the spot was a wilderness. 

Continuing the route is over a fine macadam and gravel road 
leading from Rumford through Rumford Center and Rumford 
Point to Newry. Here the tour divides, those who wish pro- 
ceeding north through the beautiful Grafton Notch to Lake 
Umbagog, the most westerly of the Rangeley system. The run 
in this direction terminates at Dixville Notch, N. H., one of the 
most picturesque mountain passes in this country. This pass is 
not as long as Crawford or some of the others of almost equal 
fame, but in many particulars is far more beautiful. The Bal- 
sams Hotel is located in a great bowl on the Colebrook side and 
is the only building, outside of those connected with the property, 
in the neighborhood. Its location is one of the most romantic 
that can be imagined. 

Continuing from Newry, the other branch of the Pine Tree 
Tour carries the tourist on to Bethel, Maine, and thence to 
Jefferson, N. H. 

Bethel is fanjous for its beauty, its magnificent drives, and for 
its remarkable qualities as a health resort. Located among the 
foot hills of the White Mountains, it is surrounded by some of 
the most superb scenery that can be imagined. In addition it is 
the key to practically all of the travel on the eastern side of the 
mountains, and it is almost impossible to get anywhere in this 
section of the country without going through the town. 

The run from Bethel to Jefferson, N. H., takes one through 
Gorham, N. H., another well known mountain resort. 

Jefferson, N. H., is located on the side of a high hill and is de- 
clared to possess one of the finest mountain- panoramic views to 
be found anywhere in New England. The great Waumbek Hotel 
and the many buildings connected with it, cover several acres on 
the side of the mountain and the resort is one of the most popular 
and best known in the entire White Mountain region. Jefferson 
is on the direct road between Bethel, Me., Gorham, N. H., and 
Lancaster and Colebrook, N. H., and the summer resort country 
of northern New Hampshire.

The roads on this clay's run are very fine, being over state 
highways almost the entire distance. 

The ninth day's trip of the Pine Tree Tour is divided into 
two principal parts. The first run is from Jefferson to Fran- 
conia Notch and Bethlehem, while the second is from Dixville 
Notch to the two last named places. The run from Jefferson 
to Franconia Notch is a short one of 35,8 miles, while that to 
Bethlehem is even shorter, being only 19.4 miles. This trip is 
a beautiful one through the heart of the White Mountain region. 

The run from Dixville Notch to Franconia Notch is much 
longer, being 76.4 miles, while the one from Dixville to Bethle- 
hem is 70 miles in length. The latter trips take one through 
the beautiful town of Colebrook located on the Connecticut River 
and follow the valley of this great waterway for many miles. 
l.ancaster is the county seat of Coos county which comprises thr 
entire northern part of New Hampshire and is a large and 
flourishing town. Whiiefield is another large town about eight 
miles farther south. 

JEFFERSON, N, H., TO FRANCONIA NOTCH AND BETHLEHEM 
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Bethlehem, one of the two night stops on this day's run, is 
one of the most beautiful as well as one of the most famous 
mountain resorts in northern New England. Located many 
hundreds of feet above sea level, it is also a famous health re- 
sort and is the center of many of the great scenic attractions of 
the White Mountains. 

The picturesque feature of this day's run is Franconia Notch, 
conceded to be one of the most beautiful of the several moun- 
tain passes which are a feature of this region. It is particularly 
well known for possessing the famous Old Man of the Moun- 
tains, a perfect profile of a face rising hundreds of feet above 
the heart of the Notch. Another scenic feature of Franconia 
is Echo Lake, located at the northern entrance and entirely sur- 
rounded by high mountains. .Franconia Notch is the gateway 
to the White Mountain region for all travel from the south and 
west coming via Concord and Plymouth. About six miles south 
of the Profile House is the famous flume which is one of the 
great natural wonders of the country. The Profile House is 
located directly in the heart of the Notch on the shores of 
Echo Lake.

The principal features of the tenth day's run are Poland Spring 

and the ride through the world renowned Crawford Notch, the 
most famous mountain pass in the eastern half of the United 
States. The Notch is about 15 miles long and gets its name from 
the man who Arst lived in it about one hundred years ago. One 
of the most famous incidents in its history was what is known as 
the Willey house slide. This building was located about 2>i miles 
from the Crawford gateway. On August IT, 1826, the Willey 
family heard a great slide coming down Mt, Webster. Rushing 
out they saw that it was headed towards their home and that 
undoubtedly the structure would be destroyed. By a strange 
coincidence, however, the slide divided a short distance up the 
mountain, the great mass of rocks and dirt going either side of 
the building while the five people who rushed out of it to escape 
what they believed to be their destruction, were overtaken by the 
debris and killed. The house remained standing for many years 
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after this event and finally was destroyed by fire. The old 
Willey stables still remain to mark the site of this historic 
disaster. 

North Conway is the gateway to the White Mountains from 
the southeast and is a beautiful resort with many points of 
interest. 

Fryeburg is a fine old town just across the line in Maine and 
is specially renowned as the seat of Fryeburg Academy where 
Daniel Webster taught school when a young man. 

Bridgton is a popular summer resort, the center of a famous 
lake region and has many points of interest. Naples is beauti- 
fully situated at the foot of Long Lake, one of the Sebago chain 
and also near the head of the Songo River, renowned in poem 
and story. 

There is no more widely, known resort in the entire country 
than Poland Spring, located only twenty-seven miles from Port- 
land and connected with that city by an excellent dirt road. 
Poland Spring, from which the place takes its name, is a spring 
of singularly pure water which possesses wonderful curative 
properties in the treatment of kidney, and stomach diseases, 
dropsy, scrofula, etc. Vast quantities of this water are sent all 
over the world. The spot is about eight hundred feet above sea 
level and is one of the most beautiful in all New England. 

The Poland Spring House is one of the most magnificent 
summer hotels in North America, and the Mansion House, which 
is under the same managdhient, is almost equally as good. 
Notables from all over the world come to Poland Spring not 
only to drink its excellent water, but to enjoy the wonderful 
beauty of the place, and to live at a hotel which is said to be one 
of the best managed to be found anywhere.

Poland Spring to Portland 

ROUTE NO. 14—27.6 Miles 

Portland, world renowned for its beauty, its romantic history 
and the famous men and women it has produced, is the principal 
point of interest of the 11th and last day's run of the Pine Tree 
tour. As the natural gateway of Maine it is the largest city in 
the Slate as we!! as its social and business center. 

The Forest City, as it is called, is famed as the birthplace of 
Henry W. Longfellow, the poet, and (he house in which he was 
born and his old home are still standing. The Longfellow 
House where he lived, is one of the most interesting buildings 
in America and annually is visited by thousands. William Pitt 
Fessenden, Secretary of the Treasury under Lincoln, was a 
Portland man and his two homes in the City are still objects 
of great interest. Commodore Preble, the hero of Tripoli, was 
born in Portland and the present Preble House was built by 
him. Rear Admiral Robert E. Peary, who discovered the North 
Pole, lives on Eagle Island, located in Casco Bay. Thomas 
B racket t Reed, considered the greatest parliamentarian this 
Country has ever known, was born in Portland, and his birth- 
place and later home are among the most noteworthy points of 
interest. The home of General Neal Dow, the great temperance 
advocaie, is located on Congress Street. The Christian En- 
deavor Society, which now has spread throughout the world, was 
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founded in Portland by the Rev. F. E. Clarke at Williston 
Church. 

Portland undoubtedly has finer public buildings than any other 
city of its size in the Country, the majority of them having been 
built within the last three or four years. One of these is the 
$1,000,000 City Hall in which is located the $60,000 pipe organ, 
the finest and third largest in the world, the gift of Cyrus H. K. 
Curtis, the Philadelphia publisher, who was a native of Portland. 
The organ is a memorial to Hermann Kotzschmar, the famous 
Portland musician and composer. 

The City has a population of 60,000 but including the territory 
immediately surrounding it, this number is increased to over 
100,000. Its summer population is estimated at 125,000. It is 
one of the winter ports of Canada and some of the finest trans- 
Atlantic steamships ply between it and the great seaports of 
Europe. 

In addition, Portland is a great military center and is said to 
be the third strongest fortified port in the United States. It has 
four fortifications of the very latest type and having the heaviest 
guns. Fort Williams is the headquarters of the Portland Dis- 
trict which comprises the entire State of Maine and is located 
at the entrance of Portland Harbor. The various forts are 
garrisoned by about 1500 regulars of the U. S. Coast Artillery 
Corps.

ROUTE NO. 19—59,3 Miles 

The principal route of travel into Maine is that via Newbury- 
port, Mass., Portsmouth, N. H., and Portland, Maine. Between 
Newburyport and Portland there is but one main artery of travel, 
but from Boston to Newburyport and Smithtown, N. H., there 
are three important thoroughfares. There is the well'lcnown 
route to Newburyport via Lynn, Saletn, and Ipswich, which, up 
to (he present time has handled the greater part of the traffic, 
then there is the one which runs far inland through Stoneham, 
Reading. Norlh Andover, Haverhill, Merrimac and Amesbury, 
striking into Smithlown just beyond Newburyport. The route, 
however, recommended by the Maine Automobile Association for 
tourists wishing to reach Maine by the most direct and least con- 
gested thoroughfare, is that via the so-called Newburyport Turn- 
pike. This way is very much shorter than the other routes and 
avoids practically all of the larger cities and towns in Massa- 
chusetts. It is this route that is given in the Maine Road Book 
for 1914. 

Newburyport, Mass., is one of the oldest and best known 
cities of Massachusetts and formerly was a well known shipping 
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Portsmouth is New Hampshire's only seaport. It is the 
birthplace of Thomas Bailey Aldrich and his old home is one of 
the principal points of interest. Across the Piscataqua River, 
in Maine, is the Kittery, or as it is more often called, the Ports- 
mouth navy yard where the envoys of Russia and Japan met and 
signed articles of peace which terminated this most famous war 
of recent years. Here also was launched John Paul Jones' 
famous privateer Ranger. Located within close proximity of 
Portsmouth at Newcastle-by-the-Sea, is the famous Hotel Went- 
worth at which the Russian and Japanese envoys stayed while 
the peace negotiations were being carried on.

The road from Portsmouth to Portland handles the greater 
portion of the Summer tourist traffic into Maine. Formerly 
this thoroughfare was in very poor condition but within the 
last year it has been made a State highway and has been won- 
derfully improved. For about eleven miles it has been rebuilt with 
cement and there have been an even greater number of miles 
reconstructed with macadam. In addition much of the remain- 
ing distance has been smoothed up and rebuilt so that the road 
is now one of the best that can be. found in New England. 

York is one of the most famous towns in Maine and is the 
permanent, or Summer home of some of the best known authors 
in the Country, These include William Dean Howells, John 
Kendrick Bangs, Thomas Nelson Page, Peter F. Dunne (Mr. 
Dooley), and many others. -It was one of the earliest settled 
places on the New England coast and was the scene of many 
great battles with the Indians. 

Kennebunk is a typical Maine town with beautiful old 
fashioned homes. 

Kennebunkport is one of the finest as well as one of the most 
aristocratic resorts on the coast. A large number of prominent 
people have their Summer homes there. 

Biddeford is an important manufacturing center located on 
the Saco river and on the opposite side is her sister city, Saco. 

- PORTSMOUTH, N. H., TO PORTLAND, ME. 
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Old Orchard, which is reached by tourists from the west via 
Saco, possesses one of the finest beaches in the world, second 
only to Ormond, Florida. The latter is about ten miles in 
length and about 400 feet wide and was the scene of the well 
known automobile beach races of 1911 and 1912 in which some 
of the greatest drivers in the Country participated. In addition 
to possessing a very fine beach the resort is a great convention 
and campmeeting center and is visited daily during the Summer 
season by crowds ranging from 10,000 to 60,000 people.

On request of many tourists, we have run three direct routes 
from the White Mountains to Bar Harbor. THE NORTHERN 
ROUTE is via Bethel, Rumford, Farmington, Skowhegan, and 
Bangor. This is a very scenic route and lies north of the cities. 
It runs within 32.4 miles of Rangeley Lakes, and within 10 
miles of the Belgrade Lakes, and is the shortest route to Bar 
Harbor from the White Mountains. At the present time the 
roads are perhaps better over this route than either of the others 
as there is not so much road construction going on. 

THE CENTRAL ROUTE goes via Crawford Notch, Poland 
Spring,- Lewiston, Augusta, Waterville, and Bangor. This route 
traverses the most populous section of Maine, going through 
many of the cities and large towns. The scenery on this route 
is not equal to the other two. The travel, however, is greater. 
There are many stretches of state road, 

THE COAST ROUTE goes via Crawford Notch to Port- 
land, and from there follows the coast line to Brunswick, Bath, 
Rockland, and either Bucksport or Bangor. From Portland 
there are many magnificent ocean views. The Kennebec River

We have* selected the best roads, but have increased the dis- 
tance, somewhat by so doing, notably on the northern route from 
Di^eid ^o Farmington, and from Newport to Bangor, although 
the better roads more than compensate for the small increase in 
mileage.

Northern Central Coast 



THE NORTHERN ROUTE is via Bangor, Skowhegan. Farm- 
ii^ton, Rumford, Belhel, and the northern slope of the White 
Mountain peaks. This is a very scenic route and lies north of 
the cities. It is also the shortest route fo the White Mountains. 
The roads as a whole are good, better, we think than by either 
of the other routes. At Farmington it runs within 40,6 miles of 
Rangeley Lakes, and at Weld within 32.4 miles. At Mercer it runs 
within 11.4 miles of the Belgrade Lakes. See Detour A, Page 136. 

We have selected the best roads on this route, but have in- 
creased the distance somewhat by so doing, notably between 
Bangor and Newport and between Farmington and Dixfield. 
The better roads selected will more than compensate for the 
comparatively small increase in mileage, 

BAR HARBOR TO WHITE MOUNTAINS 
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THE CENTRAL ROUTE goes via Bangor, Waterville, 
Augusta, Lewiston, Poland Spring, Bridgton, and the Crawford 
Notch. This route traverses the most populous section of Maine, 
going through many of the cities and larger towns. The scen- 
ery on this route is not equal to that of either of the. other two. 
It is, however, perhaps the most popular route, as it goes through 
the center of the state. There are many disconnected sections 
of state road on this route. 

THE COAST ROUTE goes via Bangor (or if the short cut- 
off is taken via Bucksport and Prospect Ferry), Rockland, Bath, 
Brunswick, Portland, North Conway, and Crawford Notch. 
From Bangor to Portland there are many magnificent ocean 
views. The Kennebec River is crossed by ferry at Bath, and 
if the short cut-off is taken, the Penobscot River also, is crossed 
by ferry at Bucksport. The road along the coast is rather 
clayey and of course somewhat slippery in wet weather. The 
road from Bangor to Portland has recently been designated as 
a state road and will be greatly improved.

The Kennebec River is crossed 
by ferry at Bath, and if the short cut-off is taken via Bucks- 
port instead of going to Bangor, the Penobscot River is 
crossed by ferry at Prospect. The road from Bath to Belfast 
is somewhat clayey, but is being rapidly improved as it has been 
recently designated a part of the trunk line system. 

Bar Harbor is connected to the mainland by a bridge, and all 
roads in the town are open to automobiles. There arc, how- 
ever, four towns on Mt. Desert Island: Eden (Bar Harbor), 
Mt. Desert, Tremont, and Southwest Harbor. The roads in the 
town of Mt. Desert are closed to automobiles except one, which 
runs across the town. All roads in the other three towns are 
open.

There 
are many points of historic and general interest along the route. 
Bath is renowned as a shipbuilding center. Many of the big 
battleships and government vessels have been constructed here. 

Brunswick is filled with historical points, the majority of 
which center around Bowdoin College, one of the most famous 
institutions in the Country. Among the notable graduates of 
Bowdoin are Henry W. Longfellow, the poet; Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne, America's greatest novelist; Rear Admiral Robert E. 
Peary, who discovered the North Pole; Thomas Brackett Reed, 
parliamentarian; Melville W. Fuller, former Chief Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court; Franklin Pierce, one of the 
Presidents of the United States ; and many others. 

Longfellow for many years was a professor at Bowdoin and 
his home there is one of the points of interest. One of the 
most famous houses in the town is that in which Harriet 
Beecher Stowe wrote her renowned story, "Uncle Tom's Cabin." 

Thomaston was famed in early history as the home of Gen. 
Henry Knox, who was Secretary of War in Washington's 
Cabinet. The present Maine Central Railroad station is one of 
the original buildings on the Knox estate, and the Maine State 
Prison is now located in the town.

It also is one of the two principal arteries of travel across 
southeastern Maine, and is preferred by some because of the 
fact that for almost the entire distance it ^es through a settled 
country. Traffic by this route is obliged to ferry across an arm 
of the salt water at West Sullivan, The distance, however, is 
short and the resulting delay is of very little consequence. The 
roads improve rapidly as one travels east and for almost the 
entire 63 miles they may be classed as good. Some clay will 
be found between Milbridge and Harrington, a distance of about 
eight miles, but this stretch of road is poor only in wet weather. 
Through Jonesboro the roads are among the finest in the State.

PORTLAND TO AUGUSTA 
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Regulations for Automobilists 
Entering Canada 

Maine is the natural starting point for automobilists destined to the 
great touring sections of Quebec, New Brunswick and Nova Scotia and 
for their information the following digest of requirements for parties 
entering the Dominion is given. 

SEVEN DAYS' PERMIT 

Tourists are allowed to remain in Canada for one week without charge 
by applying at the U. S. custom house at Jackman, Calais, or other 
points of entrance, and giving the "officers their car number and informa- 
tion required The party may then proceed to the first Canadian custom 
house where it will be given a 7-day permit to remain in Canada. 

SIX MONTHS' PERMIT 

Tourists wishing to remain in the Dominion for a longer period 
tlian seven days may get a six months' permit by giving a bond for double 
the estimated duties based on appraisement of the car by the custom's 
officer, this bond to be guaranteed by two Canadian citizens, and approved 
by the local collector of customs. In addition a cash deposit of $25 is 
required which is returned upon the exportation of the car. Several bond- 
ing companies, however, have an arrangement with the Canadian govern- 
ment whereby tourists may purchase from them a bond costing $5 and 
which takes the place of all the formalities given above, and which also 
entitles them to a six months' stay across the line. 

Similar requirements are necessary for Canadian machines entering 
the United States.

ANNUAL REGISTRATION FEE 

Cars of 20 Horse Power or under $ 5.00 

Cars from 20 Horse Power to and including 35 10.00 

Cars over 35 Horse Power 15.00 

Motor Trucks (any power) 10.00 

Motor Cycles 3.00 

Manufacturers and Dealers 25.00 

A-L-A-M- Standard. Year begins January 1st and ends December 
31st. Cars registered between October 1st and December 31st, of any 
year, half regular fee. Secretary of State will replace lost plates at 75 
cents each. 



OPERATORS' LICENSE 

Operators must be licensed annually — fee $2.00 — but unlicensed per- 
sons may operate when accompanied be licensed operator, if learning to 
operate and intending to apply for license. All licenses issued previous to 
January 1, 1914, are void. 



EXCHANGE OF CARS 

A car can be sold and another purchased of same power without extra 
fee by applying to Secretary of State and paying $2.00 for new number 
plates. If new car is of greater power, there must be paid the difference 
between the first fee paid and the fee of the car of greater power. If 
before the first of August of each year, a higher power car is exchanged 
for one of lower power, one-half of the difference is rebated. In each 
instance $2.00 must be paid for new plates. When a car is sold Secretary 
of State must be notified to whom sold. 



NON-RESIDENTS 

Are allowed 30 days in the State without registering their cars provided 
operator is licensed and car registered in another State and number plates 
displayed. If they remain any longer they are required to pay same fee 
as residents. 

The Secretary of State, Augusta, Me., is the proper officer to apply 
to for registration or information. 



SPEED 

In open country outside cities and villages, 25 miles ; in built up 
portion of city, town or village, 10 miles, but the speed at all times must 
be reasonable and safe, having due regard to the traffic and use of the road 
by others. When passing a team, car must stop if occupant raises hand. 

LICENSES REVOKED 

Any person operating a motor vehicle under the influence of intox- 
icating liquor, or who uses a car without the authority of its owner, or 
who races for a wager or record without authority is subject to a fine or 
imprisonment or both. On conviction the license of such person is im- 
mediately revoked. 

DANGER SIGNS 

Where there are legally erected on right side of road, danger signs of 
" * ""mobiles Go Slow" speed must be reduced to 5 miles.

ALL HUNTING PROHIBITED ON Kineo point, Moosehead lake, 
and in certain territory in town of Eden (Bar Harbor). 

DOGS must not be used in hunting moose or deer. 
Unlawful to use SILENCERS on firearms. 

SALE AND PURCHASE of Ducks, Partridge (ruffed grouse) Wood- 
cock, Plover, Snipe and Sandpipers, PROHIBITED. 

MOOSE AND DEER cannot be sold or given away to be taken out 
of the State. 
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HUNTING LICENSES 

NON-RESIDENT: Fee for non-resident to hunt in any county in 
State up to time deer season opens in that county, $5. To hunt during 
deer and moose season, $25. A $5 license may be exchanged for a $25 
license upon payment of $20 and return of $5 license. 

Non-resident license entitles holder to transport within or without 
the State, when tagged with proper coupon from license, the carcass of 
one bull moose, or part thereof, which he has lawfully killed ; also the 
carcass of one deer, or part thereof, which he has lawfully killed, on each 
of the two deer coupons on his license. 

15 ducks, 10 woodcock and 10 partridge can be shipped out of State 
by non-resident, provided he legally killed them, when tagged with the 
proper tags detached from his hunting license. 

Non-resident hunters must be in charge of a registered guide during 
the months of May to November, both inc., when camping and kindling 
fires upon wild lands while engaged in hunting or fishing. No guide can 
guide or be employed by more than 5 non-residents in hunting. 

HUNTERS AND TRAPPERS OF FUR BEARING ANIMALS 
while hunting and trapping these animals in unorganized townships must 
take out a trapping license. Fee, $5. Must have permit of land-owner 
before setting traps in an incorporated place. A non-resident must take 
out this license, if trapping, in addition to the regular non-resident hunt- 
ing license. 



GENERAL FISH LAWS 

(Consult law book for special laws on certain waters, prohibited de- 
vices, penalties, etc., etc.) 

LAND-LOCKED SALMON, TROUT AND TOGUE, open season 
is from going out of ice in lake or pond fished until midnight of Sept. 30. 

Open season on white perch and black bass, in lakes and ponds, from 
midnight of June 14 to midnight of Sept. 30. 

The law provides, however, that in Sebago lake and Long pond, 
Cumberland county, open season on land-locked salmon and trout is from 
April 1 to Sept. 30th at midnight. In Thompson pond. And., Ox., and 
Cumb. Cos., CLOSED SEASON ON TROUT AND LAND-LOCKED 
SALMON is from Sept. 1 to Jan. 1. 

IN BROOKS, STREAMS AND RIVERS, open season on land-locked 
salmon, trout and (sea) salmon is from going out of ice until Sept. 15th ; 
black bass and white perch, June 15th to Sept. 30. 

LEGAL LENGTH OF FISH: No land-locked salmon less than 
12 inches, trout 6 in., black bass 10 in., or white perch 6 inches, shall be 
caught. PROVIDED, FURTHER, THAT IN THE BELGRADE 
LAKES NO TROUT LESS THAN 10 INCHES IN LENGTH OR 
BLACK BASS LESS THAN 12 INCHES IN LENGTH CAN BE 
CAUGHT. 

Daily limit, for taking or having possession, 15 pounds (or not more 
than 25 fish, provided they do not exceed 15 pounds in weight) or one 
fish. 

DAILY LIMIT ON BLACK BASS in Belgrade Lakes, six to a 
person. 

SALE AND PURCHASE of land-locked salmon, trout, togue, white 
perch and black bast is prohibited.

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FACTS ABOUT MAINE 

The name, Maine, was given to the territory comprising the 
present State to distinguish it, the mainland, from the islands. 

The State is exactly half way between the equator and the 
North Pole. 

Its greatest length, 303 miles, is from north to south, and its 
greatest width is about 212 miles. 

It has a total area of 31,500 square miles. 

3,000 square miles of its surface are water. 

Maine is within 385 square miles of being as large as all the 
rest of the New England states together. 

It is the 35th State in size in the Union. 

Its coast line measured from point to point "as the crow flies," 
is about 226 miles. In reality, however, owing to the vast num- 
ber of bays and inlets, it has 2500 miles of seacoast. 

The surface of the State is dotted with many high mountains, 
the highest of which, Mt. Katahdin, is 5,385 feet in height. 
This is only 885 feet less than Mt. Washington. 

Other high peaks are Saddleback Mountain, 4,000 feet; Mt. 
Blue, 3,900 feet, and Mt. Abraham, 3,387 feet, all in Franklin 
county. Green Mountain on Mt. Desert Island is 1800 feet high. 

The State is noted for its great number of rivers and the 
available waterpower within its limits has been estimated at near- 
ly 3,000,000 horse power. 

There are 1,580 lakes in Maine, constituting, with the rivers, 
nearly one-tenth of the whole area of the State. 

Moosehead Lake is the largest body of water in New England. 

The soil of the State is very fertile and splendidly adapted for 
agriculture. 

The State has great mineral wealth and produces vast quanti- 
ties of granite, limestone, marble, slate and silica, and other 
mineral products, their total annual output being valued at about 
$2,600,000. 

Maine ranks second among the States of the Union in the out- 
put of granite, fourth in the output of slate, and sixth in the 
output of limestone and marble. 

Tourmaline is found in large and beautiful crystals. 

There are 30 fine mineral springs in the State. 

The Maine climate is noted as being one of the most healthful 
in the world. 

The average temperature of the whole State in Summer is 62.5 
degrees F. 

The State abounds in fruit and berry-bearing trees and plants. 

A majority of the wild animals of the Northern Hemisphere 
are to be found in Maine in large numbers. These include deer, 
moose, bear, fox, beaver, sable, martin, mink, weazle, squirrel, 
rabbit, porcupine and wildcat. 

A great variety of wild birds abound throughout the State. 
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Maine lakes and rivers are noted for the vast quantities of 
game fish they have, among these being salmon, trout, bass, etc. 

Maine is called the Pine Tree State because of its vast pine 
forests. 

About 65 per cent, of the State's area is covered with woods. 

The coast waters teem with salt water fish. 

The finest sweet corn in the world is raised in Maine. 

Maine apples are renowned the world over. 

The value of Maine's hay crop in 1913 was $16,597,000; in the 
same year Maine raised 28,160,000 bushels of potatoes at an 
estimated value of $14,925,000. Apple shipments for the year 
1913 from Maine were 618,427 barrels. 

The first vessel built in Maine was the Virginia, constructed in 
1607-8. 

Maine has 16 counties. 

The population of the State in 1914 is 762,787. 

Marine has 25,530 miles of roads, of which 1,936, or 7.6 per 
cent., are in the cities and 23,593, or 92.4 per cent., are country 
roads. 

The total valuation of the State for 1913 was $430,025,462. 

The valuation of the cities is about $168,000,000, or 42 per cent., 
and the valuation of the rural sections is about $252,000,000, or 
58 per cent. 

Portland, the metropolis of Maine, was founded in 1632, and 
has a population of about 62,000. 

In 1913, the total number of banks in Maine was 164, with 
total assets of State banks over $172,000,000. 

The State stands exceptionally high in the matter of education, 
and has four colleges of National reputation. 

Maine is supposed to have been visited by the earliest explorers, 
including Corte Real in 1501 and Verrazano in 1524. 

The first attempted settlement within the borders of the State 
was made on Neutral Island in the St. Croix River in 1604 
(French). 

The first English colony was established at Popham in the 
town of Phippsburg in 1607. 

Maine was separated from Massachusetts and made a State in 
1820. 

The first naval battle of the Revolutionary War was fought off 
Machias. 

Among the notable people who were born and lived in Maine 
were Henry W. Longfellow, the poet; Hannibal Hamlin, vice 
president with Lincoln; William Pitt Fessenden, Secretary of the 
Treasury with Lincoln; Commodore Edward Preble, "The hero 
of Tripoli ;" Senator William P. Frye, former acting Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States; James G. Blaine, statesman; Thomas 
Brackett Reed, parliamentarian and statesman; Neal Dow, the 
great temperance advocate; Elijah Kellogg, author; Melville W. 
Fuller, former Chief Justice of the United States; Sir Hiram 
Maxim, inventor of the Maxim gun; Lillian Nordica, the singer,
